"I etill .voiir attention |o the article in this morn- 
ing’s New X’ofk .Xinerican relative to violations of 
law on the ISelnioiil racetrack, and reipn*st Ihal .von 
inv«*sligale this matter wilhont d'*lay with every 
agency at .voiir command, and advise nn* pronipH.v 
what steps yon are taking in the premises. 

".\s I have advised yon heretofore. Iher<* must lie 
^ no ganihling on the racetracks in .vonr connt.v. I 
•shall liolil .voii strictl.v a(*eoniit<ihle for the rigid en- 
fon '■nielli of the laws. 1 hav<* heard nothing from 
yoii regarding the letter 1 direet<*il Mr. Taylor, 
'•oniisel to the Governor, to send you several ilays 
ago. Von mnst ai*t iptiekl.v on the charges of Mr. 
I'.rlsliaii'* in Hie .New York .Xmericun and the New 
York Evening Journal. I.i(*t me hear from yon as 
to what iicHon yon have taken, if an.v. and what 
yon eonlemplale doing, if nn.vthing. I sliall expect 
an answer to this li*lter 'nmrsda.v.’’

.XnoHier is Hiat loii weiglit in handicaiis when 
tin* added nion<*.v exe«H*ds ifddO shall not he les.s than 
111! iMinnds. 

.XnoHier is that $.’100 adiled shall Is* the minimum 
value of any imrse, except for hunter and pony 
races. 

.Xnother Is that all coupled entries sliall run as 
one horse — first, second and tjilrd. 

.\nother is that horses on the scliooling list sliall 
not he |H*rniilted to start In stakes or oth«*r races. 

.Xnotjier provides that in the event of a horse 
hc*ing honght or <*laimed out of a selling race, any 
duly due shall Is* divided eipially hi*tweeu hiiyer 
and selh*r. 

Roys who have never ridden in a race must oh- 
laiii permission from the steward of the mi*cting 
h(*fore they will he allowisl to ride. 

No person shall Is* allowed to hold a contract on 
an appreiilii*:* or a joeki'.v unless in possession of 
sneh a stahle of hors**s as would warrant the em- 
ploynieiit of a contract jockey or apprenti(*e. in the 
opinion of the conimitti*)*. 

Ilalf-hred horses may he allowed to start in the 
steeplechases when Hs* st<*wards are satisfied as to 
Hie idi*iitlly of the horse or horses engaged to run. 

-\t least’ one race Is to he given during each 
meeting for j<M*keys who have never ridden a win 
ner.
